European and American hand- 
saws rely on “brute force” for 
their effectiveness. Cutting on 
the “push” stroke places the saw 
blade under compression. (We've 
all had these saws “buck” in the 
middle of a cut.) Consequently, the 
blades are thicker to maintain 
rigidity. A thicker blade requires 
more force to do the job. More 
force requires more energy. And 
when energy runs thin and you 
become tired, the job is no 
longer fun, it’s work. If this were

substantially thinner than a blade designed for a 
push stroke. (You can push a wire through a pipe 
before it buckles, but you can always pull a 
thread through!) Additionally, the muscles 
drawing your hands and arms towards your torso 
are much bigger and stronger than those muscle 
combinations that “push”. No matter how you 
word it, pushing is a “force” move and pulling is a “finesse” move. 
Finesse is required to do accurate work. Imagine spending one or 
two hours behind a traditional European saw...no thanks! 
Conversely, it’s almost impossible to become fatigued using any 
Japanese pull saw. The thinner blade allows for finer teeth and fine 
teeth yield more accurate cuts with much less effort. Because 
these saws are so fast cutting and efficient, the blades are almost 
half the length of a Western saw, yet the results are twice as fast! 
This is true economy of motion and material.

The long handle of Japanese saws can “splint” the wrist by brac- 
ing to the forearm. With a “stiff wrist” it’s easy to cut a dead 
straight line. At other times 
you ll find gripping the handle at 
the end advantageous—like 
many techniques, everybody has 
a favorite. However, there is 
simply no comparison 
between a Japanese wood- 
working saw and their 
Western counterparts in 
speed, accuracy and ease. 


All that’s needed to cut efficient- 
ly and faster than you have ever 
done in the past is a light pull 
stroke and a graceful retreat.

years and I quit sharpening them about nineteen years ago...you 
get the idea. It makes little sense to file these extraordinarily fine 
teeth by hand. (J cannot even see the teeth on our new Dozuki saw with- 
out magnification!) If your work habits are “tool 
friendly”, you can expect to use your Japanese 
saws for hundreds of hours before you notice the 
effects of dulling. “Let the saw do the work” 
works best for blade longevity. 


The care, skill and reputation of the Japanese 
saw maker has a direct impact on the price of the 
saw. You can spend over $1,000 for a single saw 
in Japan!

he BP-18 BEVEL PROTRACTOR is made of satin chromed, 

hardened steel (Rc 54) which is photochemically etched 

and black filled to provide an accurate, easy read. Its scale 
reads directly to one half degrees and can easily be extrapolated to 
one quarter degree increments. The

pretive decisions. There is no right 
answer here, but we looked at all the 
options in less than 2 minutes. This 
is a terrific tool for hand dovetails, 
and really shines with the adjustable 
dovetail jigs on the market (fig. 4). 


Q: Your wife wants a bookshelf for the 
family room. You just went to the furni- 
ture store and measured bookshelves. The 
adjustable holes are on metric centers 
which you refuse to understand, but they 
appear to be approximately 1-%" on 
center. How will the SD-6 SPIDER 
DIVIDER /elp in this project? 


A: This is an easy one. Anytime you want 
repetitive distances, set the SD-6 SPIDER 
DIVIDER accordingly and mark away. 
If your distance is greater than the capacity 
between any two fingers, skip a finger

he DC-40 DivipING Compass is an invaluable tool for

he TT-1 TURNING TREE is a circular ruler designed pri- 
marily for furniture makers who use turnings in their 
work. The tolerance on each diameter is +0.005", -0.000", 
insuring that you will never again turn an undersized part. 





The TT-1 is made of nine steel sections containing four precisely 
turned diameters for setting the distance of outside calipers. The 
major diameter of each section is marked with the diameters of all 
four “rings” which make up that section. All in all, there are 36 
different reference sizes. The rings are sized by %c" to correspond 
with the most common drill sizes found in the wood shop (the 
largest is sized by “"). Each color band represents a one quarter 
inch segment stepped by sixteenths. Individual sections can be 
removed and kept in your apron pocket as a quick reference while 
you are turning. Sections can also be used to size existing holes 
and are handy as circle templates. 


The TT-1 comes with a beautiful rosewood base that displays and 
protects your investment. The TT-1 is a must for furniture mak- 
ers who use turned components in their work.

By design, combination squares with sliding blades 
involve moving parts—and moving parts wear. Over 
time, the square head will erode from the blade move- 
ment across the cast reference surface. Like most abra- 
sive erosion, this wear occurs at the edges first, creat- 
ing a “rockered” surface that is extremely problematic 
for a reference layout tool.

SQUARE. This well-received tool is a rare combination of 
functionality and beauty without any sacrifice in performance. 
We are absolutely thrilled to utilize this winning combination 
again in the CS-6 COMBINATION SQuARE. This compelling design 
fills a substantial void for many projects where tool size makes the 
job at hand less cumbersome. 


CONSTRUCTION 
The head of the CS-G6 COMBINATION SQUARE is cast from silicon 
brass. This durable alloy wears better than brass and is an excellent 
material for shops where moisture is a constant problem. 


Each leg of the square head is precisely milled on CNC milling 
machines creating a tool with an accuracy runout of less than 
0.002" over the length of a fully extended blade. Once milled, both 
legs are precisely fitted with a matched wood inlay, creating a look 
and feel that is the hallmark of an heirloom tool from Bridge City 
Tool Works, Inc. After de-burring and sanding, the wood is 
hand polished with carnuba wax. The web of the square head is 
satin-finished and lacquer coated. It is a strikingly beautiful tool 
and a proud addition to our family of legacy products. 


The 6" (%4" width) blade is made from stainless steel and is satin- 
chromed for excellent readability. The graduations (4", “6", 42", %4") 
are photo-chemically etched and meet or exceed all U.S. and British 


accuracy standards for rules. 


Because the steel blade is harder than the silicon brass body, there 
are two steel “wear plates” located at the bottom of the groove in 
the body. A quarter-turn of the locking knob is all it takes to adjust 
the length of the blade in relationship to the head. Once locked, the 
blade will remain in place until you need a change. This is the 
beauty of combination squares and their main function. The 
accuracy and beauty combination of the CS-6 is sure to instill the 
“joy of confidence” that only a well made tool can provide. 


USES 
There probably isn’t a single bench : 
project where this tool will not become OUBL 
indispensable, if not invaluable. Of course .° 
the main advantage of a combination 
square is the ability to adjust the blade to 


the head. One of my favorite uses is 
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SQUARE 


cleaning up joints with a chisel. It is so nice to have a small square 
where you can check for accuracy and fit, where the weight or size 
of the tool does not overpower the intent. Often (particularly with 
dovetail joints) 1 will clamp a shop made wooden straight edge along 
the length of a carcase side for the purpose of accurately guiding my 
chisel. The position of this chisel guide is crucial. With the CS-6, 
you can extend the blade the correct offset and align the guide 
perfectly from left to right prior to clamping. 
(Hint: Chisel guides or shooting boards work fantastic. 











If the length is over 12", you may need to run a strip “ 


of double stick tape on 
the underside of the 
guide to keep the guide 
from scooting.)

Each of our profile gages uses an array of spring tempered “fin- 
gers” meticulously straightened from 0.030" (.76 mm) stainless 
steel wire—as small as function will allow. As you slowly press 
the gage against your work, the fingers align themselves to the 
profile. You are now ready to trace the exact profile to your stock. 
It’s fast, accurate and amazingly easy. With either the PG-10 or 
the PG-13 (which are both articulated), you almost always push 
the wire fingers into the profile from the back. The reason is 
simple—at any setting other than 180 degrees, the finger 
arrays are not parallel.

(Note: The joints align at 180 degrees 
and “ratchet” every 20 degrees. The void between each finger 
array at 180 degrees is 2.2" or 55.8 mm.) Both wire arrays of the 
PG-10 and the center section of the PG-13 are identical in size to 
the PG-5. The two “wings” of the PG-13 each encapsulate a wire 
array that is 3.98" (101 mm). Pick the tool sized for the job and 
profile away! 


Folded close to 90 degrees, the PG-10 PROFILE GAGE will take 
4-4" deep profiles! The PG-13 allows for extremely large arcs 
(fig. 5) or profiles that until today were not possible with a profile 
gage.
